to the Lord for them, that he would fave them out 'of the hand

The Phil:ftines were their neighbour 1nhabitants, whom the 1/- 
raclites ought to have expelled ; but did not, nor could not ; fo that 
they continued amongſt them as thorns in their ſides 5 many times 
in ſubje&ion, always in oppoſition to 1/rael; and ſometimes hay- 
ing the upper hand, as after the death of old Ek; when they 
took the Ark of God, kept it ſeven months, ſent it from City to 
City, but grew weary of it, and at laſt returnit home; and it was 
ſerled at Kirjath-jearim, where it continued twenty years 3 during 
which time the 1/raclites lamented their Condition under the Phzl:- 
ſtines power, but took care to ſet up the Ark in the houſe of Am- 


- nidab, whole Son Eleazer was conſecrated to attend upon it. 


Then Sa» xel, whom God had raiſed up in Els place to rule and 
govern, called them to Repentance ; and they obeyed'chat call , 
and reformed themſelyes , put away Baaljm and eAſbreroth, theic 
He-Gods and She-Gods, and there foiemnly humbled themſelves by 
faſting and prayer, and facrificing a Lawb,' that ſignified their 
faith in Chriſt,and obgdience to God; v.9. Then the Phzliſtines drew 
near to battel againſt them, at-which they being urarmed, were a- 


raid; and khowing their own guilt, deſired Samuel to pray for 


them, which he cid, and God delivered them ina wiracutous way;

up the number, divided the tenth into two. A forry thift to tup-

And as for Papal VcRtals that were at greater hberty, we read 


. that Boniface an Engliſhman inthe year 616. complained in a Let- 
' ter icnt to Cuthbers Archbiſhop of Canterbary , That the Ergliſ) 


Nuns wandering in pilgrimage under ſhew of Devotion, lived in 
pleaſure and wanton Fornication through all the Cities of Fraxce 
and Lumbardy. Speeds Hift. p 360, 

How holy and chaſt the Roman Court was, we have the Teſti- 
mony of Cardinal Hugo, who told them of Lyons in his farewel- 
Sermon, when the Pope had for ſome time {ojourned amongſt them, 
That of the many benefits that the Popes abode had brovght them, 
this was a principal, that, when at his ceming thither there were 
three or four houſes of Common-Womea in Lions, now at their de- 
parturethey left but one; but that indeed reached from the Eaſt-gate 
tothe Weſt — fatta eft urbs tota lupans. | 

. And of what temper of manners they were generally of, even 
their devored and religious perions, in the days of King Richard the 
firſt of England, we may find by that, anſwer which he made to 
one Fulco a French Prieſt, who had told him that he had three 
very bad Dapghters, which he wiſhed him to beſtow in marriage, 
or clie Gods wrath would attend him..

How profitihle Gueſts 
ry, are, and have been ro tho{z perſons and ares that entertsin 
an f ſubmit to them, I ſuppoſe their proſclyted by£9's 6f the 
Laity, find to their great coſt. And we are informcd by Authen, 
tick. Hiſtory, that the Popes Authority hath been very charge- 
able and burdenfom to the Kingdom of England; not only by 
terrifying or alluring dying pertons to giv: their Eſtates from 
their own Children and lawtul Heirs, under a pretence of Devo- 
tion to the Church, and Charity to Souls, to free them from Pur- 
gatory ( a place of the Peprs owa ma'iing ) but by the owned and 
publick exaftions many ways emptying and impoveriſhing the 
Realm 3; which King Henry the third was very {cnſible of, who 
when the Pope in perſon ( and that was a lels miſchief than the 
entertaining of his power) deſired to come into England, he de- 
nied him, it being then ſaid (and it is, and would prove as true 
ſtill} That the Pope is as a Mouſe in a Sachel, or a Snake in ones 
bolome, that did ill repay the Hoſts for their entertainment.

And their Exa&ions were fo great in the days of that King, 
that a Cardinal truly told the Pepe, That England was to the Pope 
as Baalams Als, which had been to often wronged, ſpur galled and 
cudpefted, it was no marvel that now zt laſt ſhe opened her mouth 
to complain z and for themſelves and the Reman- Court, they were 
like Iſhmacl, every mans hand againſt them, and theirs againſt every 
one.
